You have on four suecessive occasions 
shown your confidence in me by electing me 
as one of your Representatives on the School 
Board for London. I have endeavoured te 
requite it by twelve years of tolerably hard 
work, and a considerable sacrifice oftime, ] 
now ask you togive me, for the fifth time, the 
privilege of serving you and your children 

Ihe fact that my Colleagues have 
me to be their Chairman, gives me, perhaps 
no additional claim upon your votes, but it 
naturally makes me anxious lest over confi- 
dence on the _ of my supporters should 
endanger my Election. 

have so recently had an opport unity of 
widressing the Board, and through them the 
public,on every patt of our work, that I need 
not here reiterate details which are accessible 
to everyone. Two Questions not bitherte 
presented to you in a definite shape, are 
however, now ripe for setélement one way on 
the other; and only await the judgment of 
the Ratepayers. 

(1) EXPERIMENTAL FREE SCHOOLS. 

Without pledging myself to the abolition 
of School Fees, of ‘the expediency of which 
measure I am not satisfied, I desire to see the 
system carefully tested in a limited number 
of existing Schools'in very poor districts, 

(2) HIGHER ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS, 

There are many children whose abilities 
and industry would justify, in the public 
interest, a somewhat longer course of train. 
ing than is usual. The numbers of such 
children in each school being very limited, it 
is desirable that they should be collected into 
schouls specially arranged and staffed forthe 
purpose, where more thorough classification 
would be possible. I ‘am in favour-of the 
establishment in each Division of one or more 
schools, on the lines of the Advanced Ele 
mentary Schools which have been recom- 
mended by successivé Governments, and 
have now for. some time been worked with 
such marked success at Bradford and other 
large towns, and with a fee equal to the 
average fee in the present schovuls. Some of 
the existing school buildings ‘might le used 
for this purpose, and the experience of other 
Boards shows that, owing to the ‘higher 
grants earned, these schools are less costly 
than those of a lower grade. 

Various charges have been brought against 
the Board at previous Elections, such as 
“indifference to Religions Education,” “ hos- 
tility to Voluntary Schools,” and “reck'ess 
extravagance,” but after examination by you, 
these have successively been found wanting, 
A new one is now produced, which, believe 
me, is not less hollow than the others—that 
of “ officialism.” ‘This means that the will 
of the minority ought to prevail over that of 
the majority. This majority or “ the Ring,” 
as it is sometimes called, is composed of per- 
sons of divergent views.on many points, but 
united by this bond alone—a determination 
to carry out the Educational Acts in their: 
integrity, and a desire that the business of 
the Board shall be conducted -in cage 
manner. 1 do not doubt that the new Boar 
about.to be elected by you will favour siniilar 
views. 

If 1 do not here enter upon the questions 
of the Expenditure of the. Board; the sub- 
jects taught in our schools; Religious [nstruc- 
tion ; the maintenance of Voluntary Schools; 
Compulsory Attendance ; Industrial Schools; 
the powers of the School Managers; and other 
matters, it is not kecause I under-rate their 
importance, but because my opinions are well 
known to you, and becanre I hope shortly to 
have opportunities of addressing you on these 
and kindred questions.

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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


It is satisfactory to find that consequent npen our recent rcmarks on the 
subject, the Board of Depotics at its last meeting resolved to make representa- 
tions to the War Office with the object of obtaining a furlough for Jewish 
soldiers during the week of Passover. This is but carrying out in England the 
practice generally adopted on the Continent. Some steps should also be taken 
to provide, at the communal expense, kosher food and motzas for those soldiers 
who have no homes, otherwise the furlough would be but a questionable favour 
to the men. In Russia kosher rations are provided for the Jewish soldiers 
throughout the year at the expense of the local communities. In Borditschew 
18,000 roubles bave just been collected for this purpose, and other towns con- 
tribute at a similarly liberal rate. in England we have cared for the Jewish 
inmates of asylome and prisons, bat have forgotten the more legitimate claims 
of the Jewish soldiers, the number of whom would poseibly be greatly aug- 
mented if their religious needs were studied, at least equally with the inmates 
of prisoner, A few years sgoa Jewieh soldier stationed at Dover could not even 
induce a tingle Jewish family to give him kosber board during the week at a 
rate within his slender means. Prayer-books should also be distributed among 
the Jewieh soldiers. The enthusiasm shown outside the community in these 
works-of consideration might be followed by us with much advantage. 


The announcement made in another colamn, that the Hebrew library of 


the late Michael Josephs has been presented to the Jews’ College by his son, 
Mr. Walter Josephs, recalls to mind the memory of a layman who was no mean 
Hebrew echolar in days when Hebrew learning in England was even less appre- 
ciated than at the present time. It is seemly that within the walls of Jews’ 
College the name of Michael Josephs should be perpetuated. He took some 
little part, newly half a century ago, in thoee earlier but abortive 
steps for the establithment of a Training College for Jewish Ministers 
in England. In his day it was ecarcely conceived possible that 
congregations would do auught else than “import” their ministers, Even yet 
much is left to be desired in the frequent wast of appreciation of home- 
bred excellence exhibited by those on whom falls the choice of u inisters or 
chezanim. The value of a good voice in popular synagogue elections has too 
moch ewey, ard the higher mental qualifications such as those secured by Jews’ 
College to ite students are insofficiently apprecia‘ed. The demand for competent 
English ministers threatens to outrun the supply,and yet parents can scarcely, 


under the circumstances, be blamed for hesitating to allow their'sons to be 
trained for the Anglo-Jowish ministry. 


We publish this week an appeal on behalf of the Westera 8) nagogus for 
subscriptions towards the purchase of land at Edmontoa to be used as a separate 
burial gronnd for that Congregation. Wetake the opportunity to urge upon 
all the London Congregations the desirability of considering whether some 
scheme could rot be practically carried out for the joint use of the existing 
cemeteries. In death, at least, we should be anited. We have every evidence 
that the Council of the United Synagegue would regard with favour such a 
scheme. In fact, when the Weatern Synagogue itself »pproached the Council 
to enquire whether avy arrangements could be made for the use of the ceme- 
teries of the United Synagogue the utmost consideration was shown to meet 
the views of that synagogae. The only diffe:ence was upon a minor matter of 


detail which, we believe, might have been arranged to the eatisfaction of all | 


parties if the negotiations had continued, 


The Rey. A. B. Davie, who has for nearly a quarter of a century upheld 
the cause of Judaism in Sycney, N.S.W., is about to visit England, having 
been granted a well-deserved rest. Mr. Davis has distinguished himself on 
many occasions by a tenacious adherence to the claims of Judaiam. In many 
a vigorous polemic he bas met the ministers of other creeds in Sydney and 
defended the principles of our faith with a vigorous and eloquent pen. Ard 
notwithstanding this staurch advocacy, no colonial Jewish clergyman has 
attained a higher degree of popularily and respect or raised the tone of his 
congregation higher. Such honourable work should be recognised by the leaders 
of Anglo-Saxon Judaism, The solidarity of Judaism makes us all responsible 
for the possible failings of each congregation throvghout the world. And 
conversely when any particular congregation reflects credit on the name of Jew 
the general opinion of Judaism is so far raised, and Judaism in general owes 
_#o much gratitude to the particular body of Jows. Hero we have a case whero 

the latter action has occurred, and the man to whom it is most due is about to 
visit us. Cannot some means be adopted for expressing the feelings which such 
conduct should raise iu the mind of all Jews who care for their race and faith ? 
It is to be regretted that there is no reception room for the whole commanity,

it is peculiarly gratifying to learn that favourable reports continue to be received 
from the several colonies formed by Rassian refugees in America. Of course, th) 
emigrants will have to undergo some bardships, perhaps positive privations, 
during the winter, but all reports mention that the prospect is not regarded other. 
wiee than with confidence. An official visit was paid a few weeks ago to a colony, 
of about 100 souls, near Bismarck, D. T., where the refugees are settled on 

Government land. The energy and the industry of the colouists worg 

unmistakable. As it was late in the season no large crop was raised, but 

houses were built, potatoes planted and more than thirty tons of hay stored. The 
means tince given them wiil enable them to purchase three yokes of oxen, 
waggons, ploughe, and other agricultural implements for the ensuing spring, 

In the meantime they show a readiness to do any hard work and the people 
around them speak well of them. Equally encouraging reports have been 
published concerning the large “ Alliance’ Colony at Vineland consisting of 479 
souls, refugees chiefly from Elizabethgrad and adjacent district. With those 
good reports before us we can only regret that the system of founding small 
colonies in suitable localities was not more generally adopted. The amount of 
one month’s expenditure upon an extravagant staff in New York would have 
been sufficient to found two such colonies. The continued herding of the 
refugees in idleness and discomfort at New York for upwards of six months ig 
most reprehensible.

Mics Emma Lazarus, the talented poetess, has written a very able letter to 
the American Hebrew detailing her experience of the Russian re‘ngees now 
located on Ward's Island. We have been specially struck with the practical 
tone adopted by Mires Lazarus, and fully agree with the main principles of 
amelioration laid down by her; “ Education and work” are clearly the two 
chief lines upon which improvement is to be effected. It is clear that the 
American Jews bave a task of no little difficulty in assimilating the 
Russian Jews who have been sent.to their country. After all, England has 
received almost as heavy a burden as America, and it is characteristic to con. 
trast the way in which the Buard of Guardians has silently taken upon itself 
nearly a thousand extra subjects for aid and the difficulties foand by the Ame. | 
rican Committee with opportunities which, one would have thought, were far 
greater than thes? open in an old country like England. 


A Rassien refogee, named K.Jlmann, bas reached London from New York 
representing himself as the “ delegaie ” of the New York Rassian refugees, His 
“appointment”’ as such has net been mentioned in the Jewish American 
papers. He brings with him an introdaction from the Rev. Dr. FE. Brown, of New 
York, and tells a sad tale of the manaer in which ths refugees have boon dealt 
with by the American Emigrant Aid Society. We understand that Kellman 
will be sent by the London Committee to Paris, Borlin, and Vienna to tell bis 
tale there. We deprecate this couree. and think it ill-advised. The Rev. Dr 
Brown is by no meas an altogether uubiassed authority, and a delegate bearing 
av introduction from him should be received at least with caation ard reserve. 
Bat we take much higher ground in this matter. We contend that it is worse thaa 
idle to continue in this way to indulge in recriminations against the American 
Committee. Their werk has no doubt not been carried out in a thoroughly 


- gatiefactory style. But there bas been quite enough “ smart talk” on both sides, 


without renewing the controversy on what 


is an ex parte statement, coning 
too, from a tainted source. ‘ 


The general elections for the Italian Chamber of Deputies which were heldoa 
Sundays the 29:h ult. and the 5th inst., resulted ia the retura of six Jewish mem- 
bers, the same number asin the last Chamber. The present members are Sigaori — 
J. Luzzatti, Parenso, and Romanic-Jacur, who were re-elected, and Sigaori Emilio 
Morpurgo, Finzi, and Leopoldo Franchetti. The failure of such distingaished 
men as Arbib (editor of the Libertad of Rom») Fano and Mauarogonato to retain 
their seats is a distinct loss to the lagislatare. It is hoped, however, that if 
Signor Maurogonato be not returned at one of the complementary elections, he 
may bo summoned to the Senate. Signor Morpurgo is not new to parliamentary 
life, he having sat in previous Chambers, and at one timo he fille! the post of 
Secretary General of the Ministry of Agriculture and Commerce. Some years 
ago, however, he retired from politica! life in order to take a professorial chair 
at the University of Padua, ono of the first in the kingdom. Ho subsequently 
had the honour of reaching the highest step of, the academical ladder, by beiog 
clected Rector of the University. ao 


The mournfulncss of the fatal fire at tho Portuguese Orphan Asylam in 


‘Bevis Marks, on Tuesday night, through which one of the inmates, a boy eleven 
+ years of age, was suffocated, is intensified owing to the circumstances that 
through the confusion at the moment when the fire was discovered, it was 


supposed that all the inmates were rescued. No blame, it appears, can be 
attached to any person connected witn the asylam. The sad event should 
warn all having charge of public institutions how serious is their responsibility. 
Cool presence of mind in such critical moments is seldom found except among 
persons trained to prepare for them. We believe there is a periodical “ fire 
drill” at the Jew’s Hospital and Orphan Asylam. oe oe 


An admirable suggestion made by the Rev. A. L. Green, is being carried 
out under the auspices of the Visitation Committee, The Jewish inmates of 
hospitals are now regularly cheered and soothed by visits from lady visitors 


headed by Mrs. Louis Davidson, wife of the Oaairman of the Committee. 
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ladies, who devote themselves to this highly charitable work, can by there 
presence soothe that class of patients who are most likely to feel themselves 
lonely and neglected. Besides this, the greater skill of the fairer sex in 
alleviating pain will here find ample scope for its operation. And the sympa- 
thetic tones with which a cultured lady can point to those sublime truths which 
come home to rich and poor alike when sickness lays the physical powers 
prostrate, are a further recommendation of this excellent innovation, which we 
should be glad to see adopted in the larger provincial towns. 


Matters do not seem to proceed very smoothly for some of the leaders of 
the Judenhetze in Germany. Ruppel, the editor of the Ostendzeitung of 
Berlin, on whom the arm of the law has more than once fallen on account of 
his journalistic attacks on the Jews, has onco again been convicted of having 
published insulting and libellous articles reflecting on the character of Herr 
Sct iler, a Jewish banker at Diisseidorf. Dr. Henrici too, one of the “ apostles ” 
of the anti-Semitic agitation, is about to be prosecuted for the 
offence of inciting one clase of citizens against another by means of speeches 
delivered at public meetings, whilst’ another prominent member of the party 


is “ wanted’ by the Berlin Police for the more common-place crime of 
embezzlement. 


The German ZIJniernationale Fleischerzeitung in a long article takes up 
the codgels in favour of the Jewish system of slaughtering animals. After 
comparing it with the alternative methods, it arrives at the conclusion that the 
Jewish system, albeit it has one or two unimportant drawbacks not affecting 
the actual slaughtering, is by far the most merciful for the animal and the 
most advantageous for the health of mankind. Parenthetically, the writer 
observes that the Mosaic legislation is so greatly concerned with the protection 
of animals that the Jewish community at large may be considered as one vast 
society for the frevention of crgelty to animals. Yet notwithstanding all the 
precautions taken by the Jews to diminish the sufferings of animals, their so- 
called protectors do not scruple to cast aspersions on the Jewish Shechita. The 
article concludes with the opidion that the Jews ought not to abandon their 
mode of slaughter which has been tried by thousands of years of practice, in 
favour of new fangled methods, such as the slaughtering mask, which have nothing 
but their novelty to recommend them. These observations of a journal specially 
devoted to the butchers’ trade may well be pitted against the. unfriendly 
criticisms of the Pall Mali Gazette and ite correspondents. 


The foremost friends of charity among our coreligionists in Vienna, are at 
present engaged on a scheme for the founding of a General Jewish Benevolent 
Association on a gigantic scale, which woull be koown by the namo of 
**the Alliance.” The enumeration of the numerous and varied objects of the 
proposed association would occupy far more space than we could afford. There 
is not a single charitable requirement of the poor that would not be met by the 
society, which would in fact bo our Board of Guardians, and nearly al! our 
benevolent, friendly, and, to some extent, educational institations rolled into 
one.. That an enormous fund would be required to meet the innumerable and 
incessant claims which will be made on the Association should the scheme 
take tangible shapé, speaks for itself, but on the other hand the unbounded 


charity of the many Jewish magnates in the “ city of gold barons,” as Vienna — 


bas been called, is proverbial, and would certainly not be withheld from the 
new organisation. Imposition would be rendered almost impossible, whilst an 
immense saving would undoubtedly be effected in administration. 


We recently mentioned that a singular discovery of some interest to 
Jewish students has been made at Pompeii, On the wall of a house just 
disentombed has been found a fresco representing the Judgment of Solomon, 
and a:clLwologists have been mach puzzled to explain the reproduction of a 
ecene from the Jewish Scriptures within a town so pagan and anti-Jewish and 
anti-Christian as Pompeii undoubtedly was at the time of its destruction. Three 
explanations of the phenomenon have been suggested by various schools of 
Italian antiquaries. One is of opinion that the house must have belonged toa 
weal| Ly Jew, but a correspondent from Rome commenting on the theory informs 
us that all the other decorations of the house are of so pagan a description, that 
no Jew would have tolerated them under any cundition. He might have added 
that it never was the practice of the Jewe to have recourse to the Bible for 
decorative purposes. A second suggestion has been made to the effect that the 
story of Solomon's Judgment may have entered Latin literature, but the fact 
that the extant works of ancient Latia writers give no indication of their 
acquaintance with this or any pcr:ion of the Old Testament in its 
authentic form is sufficient argument against the acceptance of this explana- 
tion, A third proposition is, according to the correspondent we have already 
referred to, worthy of more attentive consideration, and we are inclined 
to agree with him. We know from Tacitus and Juvenal of the indifference 
shown by the Romans for Jewish history. The former gives in his Histories 
an absurdly fabulous account of Judea, and the latter misrepresents Jewish 
faith with equal ignorance and cntewpt. But the Alexandrians were 
at the same time deeply learned in Hebrew arckmology and wherever 
they settled carricd a love of their learning It is certain that 


at Pompeii many wealthy merchants from Alexandria had taken up their 


residence, It is very probable that the house belonged to one of 


their number and that the fresco is due to their inspiration. Other decorative 
pictures in the house support the inference.

Descriptions we have received of the picture represent it as faithful in al) 
details to the Biblical account of the incident and of a very realistic type. 


Proofs of the existence of extraordinarily strong fortifications about the 
chief cities of ancient Palestine and of their almost total absence in the 
Holy Land of to-day form the subject of a recent interesting letter 
from Jerusalem published in a contemporary, ‘The historical _ books 
of the Old Testament, we are told, make repeated reference to 
the strong walls of the towns. In the North the citice of the 
kingdom of Og had high walls, gates and bars. The city of Aphek, near the 
Sea of Galilee, was famous for walls that, according to a passage in the first 
Book of Kinge, cansed the death of twenty-seven thousand Syrians—the enemies 
of Israel. Samaria was similarly characterized and the strength of the walls of 
Jericho have immortalized the city and its siege. But except ia a few isolated 
instances, the fortifications bave disappeared and left no trace; and the writer of 
the note, to which we are referring, asks, he fears in vain, for an explanation 
of the fact. He himself suggests the employment of ancient ruine as quarries 
and the removal of old building materiale for the construction of new houses, 
and these suggestions, coupled with the natural disintegration of the stone, 
appear to us sufficient to account for the phenomenon. In _ relation to 
the work of explorers the subject is of real importance. It really 
complicates their task and often thwarts their industry, When they 
claim to have discovered the site of an ancient city, it always leaves 
them open to the criticism that oo trace of ite ancient walls has been discovered. 
To show clearly that, in very many cases, owing to duly ascertained causes, the 
ancient “fences” have been actually swept away to the last vestige, might, 
therefore, relieve the conscientious explorer of the suspicion that is often 
unreasonably attached to his investigations. ae 


THE JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL.

An extraordinary feature is to be noted in the last few months’ history of the 
Jews’ Free School. There has been an increase in the number of pupils beyond all 
precedent, To take the larger school, that for boys, as an example, we find that 
there are now 1,72) boys on the books with an average daily attendance of nearly 
1,560, and admissions are still being made. During the whole of last year 435 boys 
were admitted, Already during nine months of this year 536 boys have been 
admitted, During last year 420 boys left. This year only 359 have left. The total 
is 170 in excess of what it was at the last inspection. This state of thiaga calls 
for serious consideration. It is productive of evil consequences now ; it must be 
atill more injurious when the code of 1882 comes into operation, The result is that 
discipline is only secured by changes from in-door to out-door work, and tice versed, 
which are only accomplished under great difficulty and which in cold or wet weather 
must be abandoned. In February next, when children under seveh will require 
extra and systematic teaching; when the Ist standard will be called upon to learn 
copy-book writing, and the 2nd standard recitation, the available space will be 
suitable for fewer children than at present. and, indeed, will be altogether unfitted 
for the work to be done, Tae courses to be pursued in this state of things appear 
to be : 1. Either the existing accommodation must be augmented and improved in 
character, or, 2. Five hundred children must be sent away +o as to afford space for 
teaching the remainder. If the second alternative is adopted the want of fitness of 
the great schoolroom for individual teaching will still remain as an obstacle to the 
successful working of the Code of 1882. 

The experience of Miss Lipman in the girls’ department is similar. 

It may be added with regard to‘the general work of the school that Mr. Angel 
is giving special instruction to seven teachers, three male and four females, who 
have received permission to attend the certificate examination next month. Ags in 
future the number of pupil teachers ranges with that of certificated teachers, the 
success of the above-mentioned seven will be of great service to the school. 

Mr. Isaac Solomons and Mr, Ie:ael Zangwill have passed the intermediate B.A. ex-

University of that city in 1835, after which he returnel to Montreal and commenced 


ractice. He remained in that city until his death. He was Professor of Practice of 

edicine and Dean of the Medical rae of the University of Bish »pa’ College, and 
a DC.L. He was President of the Natural History Society of Montreal, and also one 
of the Board of the Montreal General Hospital and St. Patrick's Hospital, and 
enjoyed a large and lucrative practice for many years. Ile was member and ex- 
Governor of the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Lower Vanda, a Life Mem- 
ber of the Natural History Society of Montreal, a corresponding member of the 
Literary and Medical Society of Quebec, an Extraordinary Member of the Royal 
Medical Society of Edinburgh, and a member of several other medical and learned 
societies in Canada and the United States, Dr, David was a member and General 
and wae one of the oldest medical 
officers in the volunteer militia force in the Dominion, having serve! with the 
Montreal Rifle Corps in in 1837-1838. He went to the frontier daring the Fenian 
raid in 1870 with the Hochalaga Light Infantry, of which corps he was surgeon, | 
Oo the completion of forty-ssven years Cons he 1@ired with the 
honorary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, which was conferred on him by the (Fovernor- 
General as a special mark of distinction. Dr. David was one of the most distin- 
guished Jews in Canada. He had served every office in the Portuguose Congregation

THE JEWS OF EGYPT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THB “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—I send you herewith a letter for publication received from the Grand 
Rabbi of Cairo, and desire through the medium of your columns to make known to 
all this wise and good man. His father before him, Elijah Israel Pasha, held thig 
high office, previously to which he was Second Rabbi of Jernsalem, He became Grand 
Rabbi about 1843 or 1844 and went to his repose abont 1553, and under his able and 
wise rule, great and good results ensued to the synagogues, and he so won upon 
the affections of the people that the office of *‘ Gabay "’ seemed to become hereditary. 

You will be aware-no doubt that there are 10 synagogues in Cairo, to all of 
which were attached certain hereditaments, which under the old order of things 
had been allowed to fall into decay and become uninhabitab'e and consequently 
unprodactive, and the Committee had ceased to exist. 

The present Rabbi during the life-time of his father took great interest in all 
matters pertaining to the communal weal and inaugurated a small embecription to 
rebuild and restore a portion of the synagogue property, ard then with the rents to 
gradually repair and restore othere, until the whole has been restored and made into 
habitable condition and well oceupied. 1 personally remember observing the great 
time and attention he devoted to this work and in personally euperintending tho 
carrying out of the works. 

He was also very active in restoring a yery old synagogue in Old Cairo 


callel Ben Ezra, distant some five miles and very interesting by reason of its 


surroundings, and a place generally resorted to on the first day of the month 
A dispute as to ownership between the Jews and the Christian Copts was amicably 
arranged and settled to the satisfaction of all parties through his influence. He is 
aleo one of the members of the Chamber of Notables and since his elevation to the 
office of Chief Rabbi he has been the means of establishing large schools where the 
poor are taught both Hebrew and European languages, of building a hospital, of 
uniting all the jabayis in one common brotherhood, and generally, he established a 
position of great influence and confidence and is generally appealed to in all matters 


of diepute to the satisfaction of all concerned, 


His successful management has reeu)ted in thia fact that nearly all the funds 
required for the schools and hospitals are provided from the old property of the 
synagogues and there is scarcely any noed to call upon the Jews for help. And to 
his credit be it said that during the recent trying times he stayed on at the post of 
duty and risked his life for his work's sake, Long may he be spared to adorn his 
position !

*T received your letter of the 19th ultimo, and am sorry that I did not reply to 
several previous communications which I have received from you, but my excuse is 
that my time has been so fully occupied in caring for the poor Jews of Cairo, as 
you kuow, for over four months I have been shat up here and have had very great 
difficulty indeed in coping with the distress amongst our poor brethren, especially as 
ail our rich people were away in Europe, and the task was rendered all the more 
difficult because of the number of our own people being increased by others 
from Alexandria and the villages between, many of whom arrived here penniless 
almost without clothing, after having been plundered and robbed by the mobs, 
During the whole of this time I had over )},700 people entered on my books, whom 
I had to supply with flour, and a little money at times. To enable me to do this 
I hed to borrow money from friends, although I had subscriptions sent me from 
wealthy Jews who were in Europe, and lastly I had to appropriate the funds of the 
1 boy dogg But I thank God the time of anxiety is passed, for immediately upon 
the return of our wealthier brethren steps were taken to refund the monies borrow: d 
both from friends and the synagogues, and everything has been re-established as if 
nothing had happoned, the Gabayim and others being restored, everyone occupying 
the porition he previously held, I pray God that neither you or I may see so dark a 
day for Egyptagain. 

I received through Mr. Joseph Gobar the sum of £50, which had been sent to 
me from your Committee for the relief of the distressed Jews, and which I handed 
over to the Relief Committee here, the President of which is Mr. Eliato Jubis. On 
my own part, and on the part of the Committee as well as the recipients, I thank 
yon your Committee, and the donors very much, and trust that the good work you 

ve done for the poor distreesed Jews of Egypt may return to you manifold,

ALGERIA —So serious have recently been the fears for anti-Jewish riots at Oran 
where, as we have’ frequently mentioned, an intense anti-Semitic feeling exists, that 
the Municipal! Council found it necessary to temporarily prohibit any porformunces 
in the local theatres. 

GALICIA.—An uneasy feeling has been aroused amongst the Jews io the dis- 
trict of Zloczow iu consequence of the finding of the jury in the case of a Christian 
peasant who was charged with the mardeér of a Jewish creditor, There was prac- 
tically nodefence, the prisoner, having confessed his guilt and even boasted with 
brutal candour of the atrocious manner in which he had pus his victim to death; 
and yet the jury brought in a verdict of “ not guilty.” It is true that the Public 
Prosecutor, amazed like the judge and spectators in Court, at this miscarriage of 
justice, promptly announced that steps would be taken to annul the decision of the 
jury and to order a fresh trial elsewhere, which would probably not end 80 favour 
ably for the prisoner. But the significant fact remains that ina portion of the 
dominions of the enlightened and liberal Emperor Francis Joseph, a body of pre 
sumably intelligent men should have allowed their sense of justice to be 80 warped 
by hostility to the Jews as to acquit a man ofa crime,“of which he ack aowledged 
himself to be the author, simply because the victim was a Jew. 


“THe Scuoot System oF THE TALMUD.”—We quote the following from the 
Bedfordshire 7imes : “* We have long been accustomed to hear that many of our 
most recent sanitary arrapgements and precautions were anticipated by Moses, but 
we now have to learu that not a few of our most advanced ideas in education bave 
been both held and practised by the Jews from a time that carries us far 
towards the beginning of the Christian era, to say nothing of the germs of those 
ideas in the Jewish Sacred Scriptures. A little volume recently published by the 
Rev. B. Spiers, lecturer and librarian to the Beth Hamidrash, the Jewish College iu 
St. James's Place, Aldgate, shou!d be read by all who are practically or theoretically 
interested in teaching. It describes ‘The School System of the Talmad, and is 
virtually a reprint of articles from the Jewish Chronicle. That the Jews always 
attached great importance to the education of the young is well knowa, bat maby 
readers will be surprised to read the lofty terms in which the work and office of the 
teacher are spoken of. ‘A town,’ says the Talmud, ‘ which has no school and « 
schoo! children should be demolished.’

A special meeting of the Board of Guardians was held on Wednesday last at the 
offices of the Board, Devonshire Square. There were present: Mr. Lioner. L, 
ConeN, President, in the Chair ; Messrs, H. A. Abrahama, L. L. Alexander, D. Ben-

The large portrait of the late Mr. Ephraim Alex, Founder of the Board, which 
adorns the Board Room, was enveloped in crape. 

After the traneaction of some formal business, ! 

The CHAIRMAN rose and ssid: When we met last week, no gentleman in this 
room could have had any idea—although the illness of the late Mr. Ephraim Alex 
had been protracted so long and although his sufferings were so great that no one 
could have wished for their prolongation—that the death of Mr. Alex was eo near. 
After leaving this meeting, I immediately went to the house in which he lived. and 
there I learnt that whilet we were deliberating here, our old friend had passed away. 
I am sure that the presence of so many members of the Board on that inclement 
morning of the funeral must have shown the commanity how deep was the rever- 
euce of the Board for Mr. Alex while he was alive, and how great was their respect 
for his memory, now that he is dead. If I were to conault my own feelings, I would 
rather be silent on this mournful occasion, The parting with a friend with whom 
one has been on the closest terms of intimacy for a quarter of a century does not 
tend to assist in giving expression to those feelings by which we are animated atthe 
present moment, Looking around me now, I see only one gentleman (Mr. A. E, 
Sydoey) who must remember how we met at Mr. Alex's rooms in New Bridge Street, 
Blackfriars, before the inception of the Board which he has so long served. Person- 
ally | feel the same hesitation in speaking of Mr. Alex as one would of his own 
father, for he acted as my “ godfather ” in introducing me t> commana! life as the 
honorary secretary of this Board. Atthe present day, when ao many facilities exist 
for the carrying out of useful ideas, is is not easy to imagine how difficult it was 
twenty years ago t» bring to fraition even ideas which met with little opposi‘ion I 
am not exaggerating whon I say that if Mr. Alex had heen endowel with a loftier 
genius, he would have become impatient at the petty difficulties which were p'aced 
in the way of the succes of hie plan for the formation of a Board, Bat through his 
geniality and an inherent obatinacy of parpose, he at length was enabled to found 
that Board which he so deeply loved. It must have been pleasing to him after the - 
creation of the Board to find himself surrounded with men who had developed the 
institution to an extent which had exceeded his most sanguine expectations. As 
regards the poor be cou'd not have had an enemy. The experience and personal 
knowledge which he acquired during a quarter ofa contury's contact with the poor, 
and which made him a Board of Guardians in himself, proved of extreme value to 
the Board and were the-primary cause of its having become so useful to the commu- 
nity. And now one word with regard to the Board and the community. It is made 
& reproach to us that the Jews are too closely addicted. to the homare of wealth and 
rank, I maintain for the sake of the community that the life of Mr. Alex and the 


. institution which he founded emphatically gives the lie to such assertions. Mr. 


Alex waa not endowed with commanding eloquence, he did not possess such adven- 
titious aids as are afforded by wealth, and Iam not betraying a secret when I eay 
that he died a poor man in the service of the Board, Seeing then what he did for 
the community, we are entitled to look back with pride at what he accomplished. It 
is not my intention to make any suggestions for commemorating the work of Mr. 
Alex, but I may assert that the feelings of attachment. and regard which the mem- 
bers of the Board entertained for Mr, Alex cannot be enhanced by any monument 
which may be raised to his memory. Not only the Board bat the entire community 
should join im the grateful remembrance of his labours, not only on behalf of this 
Board, but also on behalf of thé Jews’ Hospiral, the Agod Needy Society, the Great 
Synagogue and other institations in connection with which he gained the know- 
ledge which has proved so useful to the Board, It only now remains for me to propose 
the following resolutions : 

“That this Board unanimously de-ires to record ite deep sense of the loss it has sustained ia 
the lamented death of Ephraim Alex., Feq., its Pounder and ex-TPresident, 

“ For many year prior to the establiehment.in 1859 of the Board of Guardians, Mr. Alex had 
served the community in many capacities, Ilis perience acquired while Overseer to the Poor of 
the Great Synagogue, led him to the conviction that a mere: efficient administration than then 
existe] was imperatively demands, after long and patient labour he saceecded in enlisting 
public support to an estent that justified him in founding the Board of Guardians, 

“aa President, he continued for tea years to give the Ina'itution the great advantage of his 
expert née and of his sugervision, and siace his retirement from that. office he has for a further 
period of fourteen years’ laboured zealously in co-operation. with his colleagues, on behalf of a 
cause which was ever dear to him. 

“The record of his services to this institution thus extends uniaterruptedly over # period of a 
quarter ofa century. During that lengthened intérval he has ¢ nitinuously preserved the attach, 
ment of his colleagues, and earned the grateful appreciation of the poor, 

“The Board of Guardians, in now paying this sorrowing tribate to the memory of Ephraim | 
Alex, believe tat it will long be cheristed, not only by the institution, which he founded and which 
he helped to develop, but also by the communt.y for which he taboured, and especially by thé poor 
of whom he was the constant friend and benefactor.” 

Mr. A. E. Syponby, in séconding the resolutions, said it was perfectly unneces- 


-sary to add anything to what the President had so gracefully and feelingly stated 


He regretted as much as any member of the Board, that they, had lost the genial 
presence of Mr. Alex, who was as good a Jew in every respect as could be found on 
the face of the earth. He hoped Mr. Alex's example would be followed by young 
men in the community, who might learn from the career of their lamented friend 
ow ideas ova be broaghs a prosperous enil, 

The resolutions were passed amid expressions of the deepeat sympathy, every 
member rising as they were put from the Chair.

A REMARKABLE change has during the past few years come over the outer 
world in relation to Judaism. Where previously all was good-will towards 
Jews and all that was Jewish, one finds in many quarters a tendency to 
criticise every point that can by any means be regarded as open to criticism. 
Notwithstanding the outburst of sympathy which greeted the victims of 
Russian persecution, many indications show a certain growth of ill-will. 
It is clear that the evil that men like Mr. Gotpwin Situ do lives after 
them, and that the seed he has sown has borne some fruit. One need not 
be pessimistic about these phenomena, but they should be noted snd their 
significance estimated at its true value. | | | 


Where criticism is active, it is well to look to our defences, strengthen 
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our weak places, and keep our strongholds in good order. And where 
improvement is possible, every effort must be strained to effect this, and, if 
possible, to anticipate the objections of the critics, Any single weak point 
that can be observed is observed and attacked with wearisome 


iteration in the hope that the calumny will have its effect, not by its inherent 
force, but by the mere power of repetition. 


These remarks may serve to introduce a discussion of the question 
raised last week in the Pall Mall Gazette as to the alleged era-lty of the 
process of Shechita. If we allow for a moment that the Jewish mode of 
slaughtering is one of the weak places of Judaism itis merely to add that the 
weakness is merely in appearance, To an unpractised eye the mole of killing 
adopted by the Shochetim appears morecruel than the “ poleaxing”’ adopted 
by the ordinary carcase-butchers. The casting the animal on its back must 
doubtless cause some pain, which is avoided in the other process ; and the 
bleeding to death is clearly not so instantaneous, The former action 
is, however, more painful in appearance than reality ; at least the 
mere fact of rolling on the back is not necessarily painful at all as we see 
with cattle in moments of play. And the dreadfal shock of poleaxing must 
be much more intense though not so protracted as the Jewish method, 


Still, though much may be eaid in defence of the Shechita, the appoar- 
ances are undoubtedly against the process, and accusations will continue 
to be brought against it unless some means are adopted to lessen this 
appearance of unnecessary cruelty in the Jewish process, Any means 
adopted to this purpose should surely be welcomed by the adberents of a 
religion which is peculiarly distinguished for its care for the rights of dumb 
animals. 

The Shechita Board has already att»mptel to.remove the difficulties 
connected with placing the animal on its back. An ingenious contrivances 
invented by Mr. Isipore Srretwayn, was tried, but it did not appreciably 
reduce the difficulty and delay of the present mode of casting the anima! 
on its back, which was the olject of the inventor. Only a few practical 
modifications were required to render the first stage of the Shechita quite as 
harmless as the hoisting of horses on board ship. It woul! be very desir- 
able that the experiments should be continued, 


Even still more desirable is it that the use of anw ithetics, to render 
the animal altogether insensible during the process, should be duly consi- 
dered by the Shechita Board. The only way in which it could contravene 
the Hilcoth Shechita is if its use deprived the animal of life before the 
application of the operating instrament. Now, this could be guarded against 
in the case of animals with as great facility asinthe case of human beings- 
The Shulchan Aroch cannot have anything to say against the suggestion, 
for the simple reason that anwsthetics were not known in: the days of R. 
Josern Karo, And the suggestion is surely in the spirit of our religion 
and righteous in the eyes of an All-mercifal Gop. 

If such a method were adopted, not only would every cause for criticism 
be removed, our butchery would be even more painless than the other methods, 
and instead of being associated with “ fiendish inhumanity,” as the Pul/ 
Mull Gazette correspondent wildly says, the Shechita would always be con- 
rected with the first application of Sir J. Y. Siupson’s wonderful discovery 
to the benefit of anima's used for food. We recognize that there are great 
practical difficulties in the way, but these are notiasuperable, 

We have during the present week investigated the time taken by the 
various details of the processes connected with the slaughtering of animals 
in accordance with the laws of Shechita. We have found that either tho 
correspondént of the Pali Mall Guzetle. grossly exaggerated or mach 
improvement has taken place of late years in the celerity of the operation. 
The casting upon theground only takes twenty secon is, the cutting of the 
throat is practically instantaneous, two eeconds being occupied with the only 
part of the Shechita that is directly painful. Aad the animals cease to live 
within five and a half minutes from the time they are secured in theslanghter - 
house, a close approximation to the “ three minutes’ death agony,” which the 
Pall Mall Gazette gives as the average with the other methol. It is to» 
often forgotten, besides, that the Shechita was far less crael than the older 
methods of slaughtering and it is only within the last half centary that 
Christian butchers have been equally anxious with the Jewish Shochetim to 
avoid pain as much as possible. And even now there is not so mach con- 
scious intention of sparing pain both to the man employed and the animal 
killed as shines forth in every detail of the Jewish law on the subject. The 
fact that in one case the operator is a rabbi who has had to some extent a 
learned education, and in the other is the roughest of the lower c'asses should 
also be taken into account, 

It is of the utmost importance that all incidental objections should be 
removed from the process of Shechita and Bedeka (the examination of the 
dead body of the animal). Both of these are gradually being shown to be 
in agreement with the highest scientific teaching. Through Dr, Beuaunn’s 
- researches, first publishe1 in these columns, it has been conclusively proved 


that the Bedeka is of great practical advantage by preventing the inoculation 
of tuberculous and other diseases from the flesh of animals. And in the case 
of the Shechita, it is evident that there is much leas chance of decomposi- 
tion when so easily decomposed a substance as the blood is removed from 
the carcase, It must further be remembered that many seeds of disease 
Propogate themselves more easily in the blood than in the tissues. The 
removal of the blood gives thus a further chance of immanity from disease 
and contributes to that greater comparative longevity of the Jews which 
has been established by the statistics of mortality, 

A good defence may therefore be made out for the Shechita on purely 
scientific grounds ; and when additional safeguards in the health of man's 
food are provided, even the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
would not ventare to oppose the process. It is not, therefore, on the ground 
of dictation from without that we would urge on the Shechita Board the 
eminent desirability of at any rate considering the possibility of the use of 
anwsthetics, and of making at least some experiments towards their intro- 
duction. We urge it because we feel contident that sach a proposal is in fall 
consonance with the spirit of Jedaism and is in perfect agreement with the 
main principles which have guided our sages in their enactments.as to our 
treatment of the lower animals, | 


FATAL FIRE AT A JEWISH INSTITUTION, 


We regret to report that a fire broke out on Tuesday night last at the Spanish 
and Portuguese Jews’ Orphan Society's Home in Bevis Marks, resulting in the death 
of one of the inmates, a lad named Elenry Martin, aged 11 years, 

It appears that at about half-past eleven o’slock on Tuesday night Mr. Lowis 
Levy, the Maeter of the Institution, which adjoins the Spanish and Portuguese 
Synagogue, was standing at the door, when he suddenly perceived a strong smell 
of something burning, accompanied by the sound of the crackling of wood, Hy, 
found that sparks were desvending from the upper part of the building, in whieh 
thirteen boys, who had retired to rest at 8 o'clock, were then sleeping. Mr. Levy at 
ouce summoned to his aid his eon, Mr; Alfred Levy, and Mr, Isaac Benolie! (a former 
inmate), young men about 19 years of age, who rushed to the bedrooms oh the Zod 
and 3rd floors, where they were almost overpowered by the smoke and flames, They 
fortunately succeeded in arousing the inmates, and, with the aid of Mr. Lowis Levy, 
brovight the children in safety into the street, whence, dressed in their night clothos 
they were removed to the houses of some neighbours, by whom they were received 
with the utmost kindness and sympathy. 

The Fire Brigade from the neighbouring station in Bishopsgate Street promptly 
attended and rendered valuable assistance in preventing the further sp:exding of 
the fire, which was completely got under in leas than half an hour. 

Owing to the excitement and confusion which prevailed at the moment, and 
also owing to the dispersion of the children, the firemen on arriving at the scene 
were informed in answer to their inquiry that all the inmates had beea safely 
removed: The Rev. 8. Roco, one of the ministers of the Congregation, who 
had made the round of the houses to which the boys had been removed, foand 
to his horror that one lad was missing. Before it was possible to give an alarm one 
of the firemen came down bearing in bis arms the missing lad, who was promptly 
removed on an engine to the London Hospital, where life was pronounced to be 
extinct. 

On making inquiries from the fireman by whom the poor boy wa: found, we 


- were informed that he was lying on the top of the bed, with his face downwards, 


as though he had been awakened by the fire, and then buried his heal in terror ia 
the bed-clothing. His features were extremely placid, leading to the belief that he 
hail been suffocated, and thus spared the more horrible death from burning. It is 
a curious fact that whilet the other beds were completely burnt, the one on which 
the deceased lay was but slightly ecorched, How he could have been overlooked by 
the rescuers, or how the fire, which broke out in Mr, Levy's bedroom (where there 
had been neither fire nor light), originated, has not yet been cleared up. Among 
the children saved was a younger brother of Martin, The deceased had been about 
18 months in the Institution, and is spoken of as having been an intelligent and well- 
behaved lad.

‘FROM OUR CORRESPONDEST. | 
ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 28p, 1882. 


The information which has been communicated+to us within recent days 
through the prees and through the medium of current reports, relative to the Jewish 


question, is unhappily of a disheartening character. In the first place the Ministry’ 


from which, owing to the respect we entertain for, and the confidence we place in 
its chief, we anticipated at least rome alleviation of our prerent miserable condition 
har, on the application of the First Department of the Senste, definitely decided 
that the Jews do not poesers the right of carrying on the business of apothecaries 
in St. Petersburg. Apart from the material injury which this decision wi'l inflict 
on a large number of Jewish families, who are ecverely punished for no fault of 
their own, we cannot sufficiently deplore its moral effect, since it only too plainly 
characterises the present anti-Jewish tendency of the Government, This disposi- 
tion will now extend itself to every branch of the administration, and will give 


widitional weight to thé arbitrariness which guides the officials in their proceedings | 


regarding. the Jews. On the other side; no helping hand is siretched out by Jous 
themselves to leseen the terrible enfferinga of our coreligionists. Under these cir- 
cumstances we indeed do not know what the morrow will bring forth. 

Not alone the Ministry of the Interior, but other ministerial departments are 
active at the present moment in forging fresh reetrictions against the Jews. Thus 
for cxample, I learn from a trustworthy source that the entire Jewish personnel, a 
very large one to beot, of the different railwaye in the Empire, will be driven from 
their employment, although the Minister of Communications base hitherto allowed 
no distinctions of religion to prevail in the appointment of employ6s on thore rail- 


ways. No wonder, then, that our anti-Semitic Minister for War continues his per- 


recuting energy, of which the. letest example is given in his recent circular 
disqualifying Jewish recruits for various occupations. This dniversal mistrust of 
the Jows is truly ecmical, when we consider the large frauda which have been com- 
mitted on the Imperial Treasury and on public banks by civil and private officia's 
who are of pure Russian extraction and possces real Russian names ; whilst we hear 
nothing of depredations on the part of Jewe, although very many of them dcecupy 
poritions of the highest trust in several of the great banks. But, unhappily, 
we are accustomed to tuch comicalities from our ralere, and from the Minister 
for Warin particular. What,.indeed, can be more Indicrous than the fact that at 
the very time when the physician to the General Staff of the Ministry of Marine was 
on his trial for fraud, and one of the principal witnesses was a Jew, State Council- 
lor Dr. Kaufmann—ton of the well-known patron of art and Jewish patriot, Dr. A 
Kaufmann—who won the hearts of all personsin Cou:t by the evidence he gave 
of his unshaken honesty and uprightness ; what can be more ludicron¢, I repeat, 
than the circumetance that the Minister chose this very period to express, in brutal 
and ecandslous terme, his mistrust of the Jewish army doctors by launching 
the netoricus cireular to which |] have referred in one of my previous letters. The 
* Weekly Chronicle” of the tvschod publishes the petition of a Jewish military 
doctor, who was not affected by the decree contained in the circular in question, to 
the Minieter for War praying to be relieved from his post. This document, whtch 
has been poing the round of the Ruasian press, dwells on the insult which has been 
cast on the Jewieh military doctors both as dectora and as men, it points out that 
biiey «pared neither their wealth nor their lives in the’ p-rformance of their duties, 
and that for integrity, on which the Minister casts doubts, they may compare 
favourably with many Christian army doctors and surgeore, and finally, the writer 
states that he cannot out of respect to the maligned body to which be belongs con- 
tinue. to hold his official position on the medical staff of the army, This document 
has, I need scarcely add, created considerable sensation. 

Ducsing the last and the commencement of the current weck, a rumour was spread 
of a disquieting character for the Jewe, that owing to a split in the party of the pre- 
sent Minister of the Interior, Count Tolstoi, his Excellency intended to resign and that 
he would be replaced either by General Drentelo, Prince Dondoukoff-Korsakoff, or 
even by the late Minister, General Count Ignatieff, all of whom are known to be 
anti-Semites of the first water. We are now informed that the danger has 
been removed, through the recent journey of the Procureur-General of the Holy 
Synod, Secreiary of State Pobjedonoszew, to Mostow, the object of which was 
reconciliation between Count Tol-toi and the 
Editor. of the Mvscuw -Gacetiec Piivy Councillor . Katkoff. Be this as 
it moy, the incident plainly shows how. unsettled and unsafe is. the  con- 
dition of the Jews in Russia, and how much our fate depends ona single individual. 
One of the rearor &®, too, Which contributes towards cur unsettled condition is the 
inaction of the commissions appointed from time to time by the Government to 
consider the Jewieh Question, end which have, ove and all, been empty of result, 
The Vescow Gazette recently gave us the pleasing intelligence that the commission 
which is engaged in drafting a new code of laws affecting the Jews is energetically 
progressing with ita laboura and that tte task yxill be comploted in the course of 
about two years. In connection with this fact several provincial journals have 
lately published a Jaconic notice to the effect that with the view of satisfactorily 
tolving the Jewish question various provincial authorities were about to be iavited 
to give the Commission the advantage of their knowledge and opinions, 

As this report has not been denied the “ Weekly Chronicle” of the Woschod 
attaches weight to it and devotes a long article to the subject, The writer, after 
commenting on the fact that during the last fifteen years, whenever a special 
question arose affecting the Jews, its solution was always postponed until the settlement 
of the Jewirh quertion asa whole, draws a gloomy picture of the present position of 
the Jews, who now have not only to undergo material struggles for the purpose of 
earning their daily bread, but have also to suffer a continual martyrdom in the name 
of ethical principles, He anxiously awaits the time when an end will be put to the 
unsettled social and political position of the Jewe. | 

In conclusion I regret to state that the announcement of M. Poliakoff’s gift of 
180,000 roubles towards the construction of Jewish almshouses in the neighbour- 
hood of our cemetery has not been confirmed, and that for the present at least he 


has abandoned his idea of founding a Jewish theological seminary. I trust shortly 
to return to this subject. | |

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JEWISH DEPUTIES IN THE LOWER HOUSE OF THE 
PRUSSIAN DIET, 


| TROM A CORBESPONDENT. ] 


The recent elections to the Prussian Diet resulted, as regards Jewish representa- 
tives in the return of four candidates, three of whom—Herr Ludwig Liwe, Dr, 
Wolfgang Strasemann, and Dr. Moritz Warburg—were mombers of the last Prussian 
Diet, and were therefore simply re-elected, The fourth enters for ihe first time the 
parliamentary arena, namely, Dr, Joseph Stern, the Editor of the lrankfurter 
Leitund. 

With regard to Herr Ludwig Liéwe I have nothing to add to the sketch I rave 
in 1878, on his election to the Prussian Parliament, and which was published in the 
Jewish Chronicle of the 20th September of that year. ) : 

Dr. Wolfgang Strassman is a physician. Hs was born at Rawitz. on the Sth of 
October, 1821,and has thus attained the age of 61. In his 21st year,in 1842, he visited 
the University, studied philosophy at Breslau, and subsequently medicine at Berlin. 
From 1819 to 1851 he was acting as a medical man in the Schleawig-Holstein ardy, 
and in 1855 took up his residence as a physician in Berlin. In 1862 he founded an 
advance bank upon the principles laid down by Schulze-Delitsch, which is now 
known under the name of “Genoseenschafts Bank, (benefi:-bank) of the Stralau 
quarter of Berlin.” These banks are co-operative, and are established to afford 
assistance and relief to the working clasaer, Tne said bank is under the managé- 
ment of Dr. Strassmann, who is in fact its director. In 1869 Dr. Strarsmann created 
the Berlin Association against impoverishment, and he is likewise its Chairman. In 
1863 he became a member of tke Assembly of Town Deputies of Berlin, and has 
heen Town Councillor since 1875, 

Dr, Strassmann has devoted all his energies to vards im )roviag the position of 


working-men, and is highiy respected among the citizans of the Prassian capital. 


They have now re-elected him—all the efforts of the Conservatives to disiolge him 
laving proved of no avail—in the second electoral district of that city, which 
be has represented in the diet since 1876, He belongs to the Progressist party. 

That party claims also as its member Dr, Lad wig Warbaryg, of Altoda. He was 
born there on the 18.h June, 1810. Dr, Warburg received his first education at t he 
Colleges of Wolfenbiitte]l and Altona, and he subsequently completed hia stulies at 
the Universities of Berlin, Heidelberg, and Kiel, He devoted himself griacipally 
to the study of law, and is a member of the legal professiva of his native towa, 
where he acted as ¢drocat (barrister) an1 counsel from. 1535 to 187)... He is now 
Justizrath. The political stage is no firra incognita to him, for im 1818, the year 
of the revolution in Germany, he became a member of the Schleswig-Holsteia Cunsti- 
tuent Assembly, and remained its member uatil 1870. Sinca he has beea a 
member of the Lower Hous of the Prussian Diet representing as now the town of 
Altona, namely the eighth electoral district of Schleswig-Ilolstein. He is highly 
esteemed by all. 

Dr. Joseph Stern, Doctor of Pajilosophy, the litor of the Progressist newspaper 
the Frankfurter Zeitung, wai born on the March, 1339, in Soast, Westphalia. 
He studied philology and history, ani passed his examination as Gymnasial 
Oberlehrer (Ilead Muster of College) in 1852.. Boing, as aJew, excluded from the 
year of probation and from appoiutment, he passed the years 1852 to 1557 asdirector 
of a private school for higher education and give als» private lessons. Ta 1867 he 
became editor of the .Veue Bromberger Zeitung, and a year later he was. one of the 
editors of the Zukunft, which was pu diishel in Berlia by De, Gails Weis, whos» 
daughter he afterwards married. From 135) to 1873 he was editor of the VW» 
Badisch® Landvszcitung and since 1373. he has assumed the editorship of the 
Frankfuricr Zeitung, a newspaper which under his guidance has attained a high 
and well deserved reputation, He isa democrat and belongs to the Progressist 
party, His wife is a Christian, 


Tue LATE Mr. Simon GOLDzInHER,.—The Jewish communi y of Hamburg has 
recently suffered by the death of this gi ntleman, a loss which will be keealy fait 
f.r along time to come, As President ofthe Oid Congrevatiog, apost whic he has 
occupied fur the last twelve ‘years, as weil as that of Prosident of a charitable 
society. analogous to our Board of Guardians, hia whole tims and thought: 
were devoted to the service of the community. So complete was his devo ion to 
charitable and communal work, that it has called forth recognition evea in non- 
Jewish organs. Scrvices such as those which Mr, Goldzicher has rendered do not, 
a6 arule, come prominently before the world ; they find their recognition in the 
«steem of one’s colleagues and in the prayers of the widows and. orphan’, whos 
toublea they have in part relieved. t- may .be stated that the Hamburg 


community owea the porsersion of its burial ground mainly to Mr Goldzicher’s, 


personal exertions. . The respect and esteem in which Mr, Gollzieaer was held were 
manifested by the large concourse of persons who followed his faneral, and by the 
address delivered on the occasion by Dr. Jonas,.of the Temple or Reform Cougregatioa, 
Mr, Goldzicher having been a member of the Orthodox party. After referring to Mr. 
Goldzieher’s untiriag devotion to the iuterests of the community, he said that they 
might be proud to have posseagei such a mau among tieic mem ers, and that it 
would be no easy matter to fill his place. . 


THE LATE Dr. ALLATINI.—A subscription has been opened in Salonica for the 
purpose of raising a memorial to the lamented philanthropist, Dr. MoYse Allatini, 
who has bequeathed large gifts to Greek, Italian and Tu:kish as well as to the 
Jewish institutions in that city. Upwards of 40,000 francs were subscribed én loco 
within a very short time, aod this amount is being supplemented by donations from 
abroad, “Toe following additional informatioa respecting tie honours piid to ths 
dec2ased on the day of his funera! wiil prove of interest, showing as they do the 
high position he bad att.ined and the general regard which was eatertai ned for him 
in what may justly be term *d the sevond city of importance in the Tarkish E.npice. 
Not only did nearly the whole adult population tura out to attend the fun ral. not 
only were all shops and public offices closed and flags at half-mas*, bus the bells of 
the Cathedral and other Churches rung muffled peals. Specia! services were held in 
the Churches and Mosques (in the latter the Ulemas tore their garments and made 
other expressive demons:rations of moaraiog), ani in the eveaing the theatre was 
el>-ed.

THE JEWS IN SMYRNA, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT]. 
SMYRNA, Oct. 277TH, 1882, 


As econ as the news of the death of Dr, Allatini of Salonica was made known 
in Fmyrna the local Committee of the Alliance Ieraciite and other administrative 
bodice addressed telegrams of condolence to the family of this eminent coreligioni«t, 
The irreparable loss which has thus been caused bas aroused here profound emotion, 
for it may without cxeggeration Le eaid that Dr. Allatini was one of the glories of 
Oriental Judaism, to whieh he did great honour, The community of Salonica lores 
in him its most beloved chief, the sclioola of the, Alliance their best supporter, and 
all the poor wihout distinction of creed their generous protector, To high qualitios 
of heart and mind D#, Ailatini joined great benevolence and mildness of character, 
which gained for him universal+ympathy. His purse was always open to the anfortu- 
nate, and the community in this city will never forget that in various mournful 
circumstances, euch as the catastrophe on the island of Chio, and the conflagration 
of the 18th of July Inst in Smyrna itself, Dr, Allatini was always one of the first 
to come tothe aid of the eulferers by sending handsome contributions. for their 
relief, For this reason the local Committee of the Alliance organised on the 12th 
of Tithri a funeral service in honour of the lamented philanthropist... All the 
rabbis and notabilities of the community made it a point of being present at the cere- 
mony. After the customary prayers for the dead, addresses eulogising the deceased 
and his works were delivered first by the Grand Rabbi Palatché, then by M, Habif 
Presidcnt of the Committee of the Alliance, and lastly by M. Pelosof, Professor ay 
the Jewish School at Salonica, who happened to be here on leave of absence, The 
Allatini family will assuredly find consolation in the numerous marks of sympathy 
of which the memory of its head has been the object. I need scarcely add that Dr. 
Allatini in his will bequeathed several important legacies both to Jowish and non- 
Jewish institutions in Salonica. May the example of this worthy man terve as a 
model for all those who are at the head ofour communities in the East ! 


The last batch of refugees from Egypt left Smyrna on the lith inet, The 
rescurccs of the Special Committee for the relief of the fugitives having been 
comphtely exhausted, they were furnished by M. Pariente, in the name of the Alli- 
ance leraélite, with the means for their yepatriation. The convoy consisted of 2s 
persons, who were aceompanied and installed on board the steamer of the Austrian 
Lloyd's Company by the representative of the Alliance. By this time they will have 


_grrived in their native country, where it is to be hoped that they will once more 


find that prosperity and tranquillity of which recent events had deprived them. 

The new building destined for the school of the Alliance at Smyrna is on the 
point of being completed, and we hope to inaugurate it during the month of Decem- . 
ber. At one time it was feared that the works would come to a etandstil!, since it 
was found that the c+timates of the architect would be conviderably exceeded, in 
fact more than §,000 francs were required to finish the edifice, The Committee of 
the school were loth to make another appeal to our coreligionis's in the West in 
behalf of this important work ; but, notwithstanding the difficulties of the situa- 
tion, that matter has been satisfactorily arranged, thanka to the initiative of M. 
Alexander Sidi and his colleagues on-the local Committee. I am bound to mention 
epecially the Society ‘““Gemiluth Hasadim,” presided over by M. Sidi, which has 
shown itself most favourably disposed towards the echool. This fact reflects great 
credit not only on the Society, but on all those who interest themeelves in the work 
of regeneration which is being successfully undertaken by the Alliance. The works 
can thercfore be continued without any eacumbrarice, and the Jewish community 
will soon porsess a echcol-building worthy of its name and of its destination, 

For some time past the press of Smyrna and Constantinople has been carrying 
on an unplecsant warfare against the Rabbis of Smyrna, in the shape of - articles 
which have been insertedin the Judeo-Spanish, Greek, and. French journals by M. 
Jacques Obermayer, who styles himself a Profersor of the Oriental Academy at 
Vienna. This gentlemen has been here for several months, to reform the commnu- 
nity of Smyrna, as he says, but I am of opinion that a true reformer would have set 
about his task ip quite a different fashion, Instead of wounding local prejudices 


' gud attacking beliefs, worthy of respect in themselves, it would have been far better 


to have used persuasion and more moderation in language. .M, Obermayer, onder 
the ;retext of literary criticiem, treated os absurd and as‘void of all sense, 
the humerous theological works published by the Rabbis of Smyrna, a proceeding 
which has greatly ecandalised orthodox circles in this city, and has made the author 
amenable to the penalties of excommunication, A grave accnsation has been mado 
against him which is undoubtedly false, and in regardto which he may reckon on 
the sympathies of ail enlightened persone, Bat what cannot be forgiven him ia 
that he published in the S/amloul, a Constantinople paper which shows but little 
favour to the Jewa, an article stating that according to the Talmud, Jews were 
permitted to take w false oath, provided they mentally revoked such oath. A Jew 
proud of the religion to which he belongs would have guarded himself against pro- 
voking the malevolent criticism of our enemies, M,. Obermayer would do well to 
atandon his couree of action, and to leave our coreligionists in Smyrna to conduct 
their own affairs in the manner that seems most convenient to them, |

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THE BLOOD ACCUSATION IN HUNGARY. 
| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT |. 
| BUDA PESTH, Nov. 12, 1882. 


I have to report to-day a new and exceptions! circumstance. The Juge 
d'Instruction Bary moves for the release of Yankel Smilovics, whilst the Procureur- 
General determines that the accused shall remain in custody, Here we have a 
sudden change of rélea. Bary who, if he could, would imprison the whole Jewish world 
ie an advocate for the release of a prisoner, whilst the Procureur-General, whom al! 
the hitherto discharged suspects have to thank for their liberty, refuses in this 
instance to hearken to the pleadings of humanity: In order to understand this 
transposition, it will be necessary to acquaint your readers with the part which 
Smilovics has played in this tragedy, It will be remembered with what joy we 
Jews in Hungary hailed the announcement some months ago that the body of 
Esther Solymosi had been found. But our joy was of short duration, for soon the 
report was epread that only the clothes on the body belonged to the missing girl 
whilst the corpse itself was that of another person and had been smuggled in, so to 
speak, in order to defeat the ends of justice. The raftemen, who had been allowed 
to depart in peace, were re-arrested, brought before ths magistrates and threatened 
and tortured with the object of making them avow their complicity in this fraud. All 
of them persevered in their original statement that they had found the body in the 
river, until Smilovica suddenly descended to falschoo1, and blart»d out the statement 
that some Jews had handed them a body to throw into the Theiss. Amschel Vogel 
was the man whom the rascal dared to accuse to his fas of having acta- 
ally handed over the corpse, together with eighty florins as a reward for their 
atsistance, Vogel steadfastly denied everything, how ho farel I shall describe 
further on. Smilovica alone was thas the only person from whom the awfal second 
act of the tragedy of Tisza-Eszlar emanated. 

It is this criminal, who, according to his own confession, had a share in the 
smuggling of the corpse, that Bary is desirous of eending forth into the world a 
free map. He bases his desire on the fact that the man's evidence has already been 
taken, and that therefore no danger for the further proceedings ia the matter are 
to be apprehended-from him. Probably Herr Bary fears that Smilovics may have 
some «ualms of conscience, and that he msy consejueatly retract his parjared state- 
ment at the public trial, and betray the means which were adopted in ordet to drag 
thie faleehood from him. If, on the other hand, he were released, it could easily be 
alleged that he had allowed himself to be bribed by the Jews, hencs any recanta- 
tion he might make would thereby be considerably weakened. The Procureur- 
General], therefore, acts wisely in determining that for the present Smilovics shall 
remain under lock and key. 

Poor Amschel Vogel experienced to.the full the harm which Smilovics wrought 
by means of his purchased and perjured testimony, His request that he might be 
permitted to prove an ali/i, and that the evidence of the rest of the raftsmen 
shoul! be sufficient to clear him of the charge and to procure his release, was 
angrily rejected, Police ofliciala were allowed to manipulate the poor fellow ; one 
of them, when he persisted in denouncing Smilovics as a liar, gave him so heavy a 
blow on the chin that the blood rushed forth in a stream from his mouth. Another 
official riding on horeeback dragged Vogel on foot after him under a scorching sun 
from place to place, These two facts would incline us to believe that we live not 
in Hungary, but among anthropophayists.. That Vojrel on his release was com- 
pletely emaciated and suffering from disease of the lungs is not surprising. He may 
consider himeelf very fortunate that enough strength was still left in him to allow 
of his once again seeing the light of freedom. : 

Equally distressitt- Abraham Braun. As long as half a year ago 
when Moritz Scharf alleged they had seen him through the keyhole of the synagogue 
door taking part in the slaughtering of Esther Solymosi, several persons swore 


that Braun was ill on that dread Sabbath, the Ist of April; and that he was | 


unable to leave his bed until the 15th of that month. Al!l this was in vain, and he 
too was thrown into prison, It was not until the 30sh of October that, thanks to 
the perseverdnce of his wife, and the assistance of the advocate, Dr, Heumann, 
Judge Bary accepted the evidence of Braun's frieads, wao again swore that they 
had seen him ill in bed on the day of the alleged murder. 

Bary haa been obliged to publish the depositions he has taken, and we also 
hear that the defence has commenced its activity. I shall shortly communicate to 
you the substance of the weighty memorial of the counsel for the defence, in which 


tater alia they demand the exhumation of the corpse. The Government had already

To-day I will 
only sy this much. If the body found on the 19 h of June had been without a 
head, it would assuredly have been identified as that of Esther Solymosi, and the 
Jews would have been convicted as the murderers, |

The counsel for the Crown have applied to the Court at Nyiregyhazy to 
grant an order for the disinterment and re-examination of the body of the 
Christian girl who was supposed to have been murdered by Jews at Tisza. 
Eezlar, in order that the affair may be thoroughly sifted. 

A duel with pistols was fought here to-day between the editor of an organ 
of the Extreme Left party and M. Hornansky, a member of the Lower House 
of the Hangarian Diet, who has taken the part of the Jews in the Tieza-Eazlar 
affair. Neither of the combatants was wounded. 

An interesting incident is reported frou Buda-Pesth. Among the few of 
the Jewish persona, charged with being implicated in the alleged tragedy at 
Tirza-Eezlar, who were released from custody at the conclusion of the prelimi. 
nary inquiry, was an ex-soldier named Ignaz Kleia. As soon as he regained 
his freedom, the poor man who, during his incarceration was, as has recently 
been proved, tortured on the rack, by the Jage d'[ustruction B ity, pro. 
ceeded to Buda-Pesth with the intention of soliciting an audience in that cit: 
from the Emperor King. His Majesty, with the extreme amiability which hag 
made him one of the most popular of sovereigas, readily granted the andience 
which took place on the 16ch. The interview lasted about a quarter of an 
bour, much to the surprise of the court, since such audionces generally last 
but a few minates. What took place between the Monarch and his sorely tried 
enbject, whom his Majesty received with the utmost cordiality, has not been 
allowed to transpire, but on Herr Kleio’s departure the Emperor-King tapped 
him on the shoulder and addressing him in the Hungarian language, said, “ Go 
home now, my son and leave the rest in ray hands.” This kind action on the 
part of his Majesty throws a welcome ray of light on the preseat dark sitaation 
of the uohappy Jews of Tieza-E-zlar. 

Louis Kossuth, the Hangarian patriot, with tega-d to whass philo Jowigh- 
sentiments we pub'ished an anecdote in our last issne, appears to leave no stone 
uotarned in his endeavours to turn aside the anti Jewish section of bis count 
men from their dishonourable and dangerous movement. In a letter which he 
has lately addressed to the leader of the Radical party in Huogary, the whilom 
Dictator warmly protesta against the existence in that country of an anti- 
Semitic agitation, which he maintains to be a national shame and disgrace. He 
declares it to be inconceivable to him how anyoae professiag democratic 
principles could be possesse! of such a craze. A bad economic policy has 
redaced the pcorer classes to rain, and tow they are told by political adventarers 
that the Jews are to blame. Kossuth, who at present resides in Turio, adds 
that be himself bas received letters accusing him of having been bribed by 
Jewr, and in conclusion be asks how great must be the terrorism io Hungary, 
wh-n even in a foreign city such attempts are made to i. fluence him. 

The sensation of the day at Pressburg is an attack which was made thera 
the other day in the open street by Herr Simonyi, a notorious anti-Semitic 
member of the Hungarian Chamber of Deputies, upon Dr. Rupprecht, an agel 
and highly respected Jewish resident of the town. Not content with assailing 
Dr. Rupprecht with coarse epithets, Herr Simonyi dealt him so violent a blow 
in the face that he fell to the ground bleeding profase'y from his mouth and 
nose. Dr. Rupprecht is unable to assign any cause for ihe outrage. 


The Presse of Vienna reports that troops were despatched on Tuesday last 
from Oedenburg to Himod, a village inhabited by Magyars, in consequence of 
excesses having been committed against the Jews at that place, Five persons 
are stated to bave been arrested at Prelouc, in Bohemia, charged with beiag 
concerned in an anti-Semitic agitation.
